Churches Gain 3,000,000 Souls. 

America's churche8 have gained 
nearly 8,000,000 members since the last 
church census was taken ln 1916, but 
there has been a marked decrease ln 
the number of Sunday Schools and 
Sunday School pupils, according to 
"the yearbook of the churches," Just 
issued by the Federal Council of the 
Churches In Christ In America. 

Total church membership has in- 
creased 3,779,667, the announcement 
says, with an Increase of 3,519 minis- 
ters, and 5,350 church oragnlzntions. 
The total number of churches Is now 
233.834. There are 190,513 ministers, 
priests and rabbis, with 44.708,521 
members of their various organiza- 
tions. The decrease in Sunday School 
membership is estimated at more than 
3.500,000. 

Total Protestant church membership 
Is given at 25,980,456 and the Roman 
Catholic figures as 17,549,324. It Is 
explained that Protestant figures in- 
lude only adult communicant members 
if a family, while Roman Catholic 
statistics represent the entire family. 
Estimating four persons to a family, 
the Protestant constituency would he 
more than 50,000,000, the book says. 

\n estimate of members of Jewish 
synagogues Is 260,000 and the two 
.Mormon bodies report a membership of 
"494,388. 

The largest Protestant body report- 
ing was the Methodist Episcopal 
Church with 4,175,502 members, and 
the smallest the Primitive Fricndr: 
with lift j- members and two talnlsters.

because his earnings are not what they 
would be if he were In the skilled 
trades, which will, ere the growth of 
another generation, have the same dis- 
tinction that now attaches to the pro- 
fessions as we name them and regard 
them. 

Boys must he taught that they are 
being educated not in order that they 
may avoid work, but that they may be- 
come more efficient working men. In 
these days of genera) education It 
would be calamity to create In all hoy* 
the idea that they are tiring educated 
Into business or Into the professions. 
The professions are overcrowded, 
while the demand for intelligent work- 
ing men never was so great nor the 
reward so liberal.— Herald Dispatch.
